Utilize Means of Fighting 
Cancer, ACS Tells Public 


NEW YORK i/fV-Millions of Americans destined to have cancer need 


not die if means of fighting the disease are more fully employed, the 
American Cancer Society says. 


In an annual report made public 


Sunday, the society called for a 
better utilization of "present medi- 
cal, social and personal resources" 
in combating cancer. 


The society also said its recent 


findings "show that cancer wili 
strike one in four Americans, or 
some 40 million persons. The esti- 
mate is based on the known rate 
of occurrence of the disease. 


The society pointed out that a 


primary requirement in fighting 
cancer. Is that 
individuals 
seek 


medical attention earlier-than in 
part years. 


The report noted that annually 


10,000 women who contract cancer 
and are now being cured would 
have died of the disease 10 years 
ago. 


Lung cancer is the only form oi 


cancer which is increasing "mark- 
edly and very rapidly, " the report 
said. 


In the past 20 years deaths from 


lung cance'r in women have in- 
creased over 200 per cent and in 
men over 600 per cent, the suivey 
found. In 195-1 about 20,000 men 
died of lung cancer'. The figure 
represents 17 per cent of all male 
caaear dwtUv, tbt report Mid.

Bilderback was named president 


of the board of education Thurs- 
day night during an organization 
meeting which followed the April 
9 school election. Bilderback and 
two other candidates representing 
the Citizens Committee which sup- 
ports small high schools in each 
community in the district were 
elected to the board by large ma- 
jorities. 
The small-school group 


thereby won control of the seven- 
man board, since one member of 
the old board held similar views. 


A number of large-school advo- 


cates attended the board meeting, 
which, according to Bilderback, be- 
came "rather disorderly." There 
were reports of name-calling and 
frequent interruptions as the new 
board organized. The board ap- 
proved issuance 
of $275.000 in 


bonds (approved in an election sev- 
eral months ago) for a $200,000 
addition to the Pawpaw school and 
remodeling and repairs to cost 
$50,000 in the Ashton grade school 
and $25,000 in the Lee Center grade 
school. 


The board also voted to disasso- 


ciate* itself with a group known as 
the Educational Council, which had 
supported 
the large-school plan.

Added Much 
To Science

Relativity Theory, 
Little Understood, 
Was Revolutionary 
PRINCETON, N. J. UP)— 


World-famous scientist Al- 
bert Einstein died at 1:15 
a. m. (EST) today at Prince- 
ton hospital. 


Einstein, who was 76, had 


been admitted to the hospital 
at noon Friday. The hospital 
said the cause of death as in- 
flammation of the gall blad- 
der. 


Einstein, who had secluded him- 


self from public contact in recent 
years, had been attached to the 
Institute 
for 
Advanced 
Study 


here. 


Einstein, the quiet, unpretentious 


wizard of mathematics and phy- 
sics, spent his lifetime searching 
for ajmified mathematical concept 
of the 'laws that- govern the un* 
verse. 


Born In Germany 


Born in Ulm, Germany, March 


14, 1879, of middle class Jewish 
parents, he was swept to inter- 
national fame" by the theory of rel- 
ativity which he devised at the age 
of 26. 


A revolutionary idea, it added a 


fourth dimension, time, to the trio— 
length, breadth and width — which 
has formed man's basic knowledge 
of the measurement of matter. It 
also astounded scientists by dis- 
puting Newton's law of gravitation. 


It "was Einstein's 
disclosure, 


many years ago, that a small 
quantity of matter could produce 
astronomical quantities of energy 
which was so spectacularly proved 
when the first atomic bomb ex- 
ploded. 


But, the famous, white-haired 


scientist looked upon the A-bomb 
with misgivings. 


A-Bomb Comment 


In 1945, shortly after the dropping 


of the bomb on Hiroshima, he com- 
mented: 


"At present atomic energy is not 


a boon to mankind, but a menace." 


He saw one hope, however, that 


"it may intimidate the human race 
to bring order into its international 
affairs, which, without pressure of 
fear, it undoubtedly would not do." 


Though few people understood 


Einstein's complex theories, his 
work is one of the important bases 


today's electronic and television 


industries, and the great industrial 
developments which rely partly on 
the laws of atomic mass and en- 
ergy. 


Wins 'Nobel Prize 


He received the Nobel prize in

physics in 1921 and the world heap- 
ed honors and adulation upon the 
modest scientist, who pleaded: 


"Let every man be respected as 


an individu?! and no man idolized. 
It is an irony of fate that I myself 
have been the recipient of exces- 
sive admiration and respect from 
my fellows through no fault of my 
own." 


A professor emeritus of the In- 


stitute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton, Einstein spent the last 
years of his life in the university 
community. 


He came to Princeton as a life- 


time m e m b e r of the institute 
in 1933, a voluntary exile from his 
native Germany, where the Nazis 
listed him as "an enemy of the 
state." 


During recent years, Einsten took 


stands on issues far removed from 
the realm of theoretical physics. 
He said he was compelled to do so 
by his "passionate sense of social 
justice and social responsibility.' 


He headed a group of nationally- 


prominent 
scientists who com- 


prised the Emergency Committee 
of Atomic Scientists. The organiza 
lion was formed "to advance the

There are two 
candidates .viemg for each position, 
t's up to the voters to decide. 


Two. Veterans 


Two 24-year veterans of Dixon 


city government are running for 
mayor but one of them has to be 
defeated. Only 34 votes separated 
these two political stalwarts in the 
anmaries. 


Eight men are in the race for 


the four commissioner posts, in- 
cluding two incumbents, while two 
more men will "fight it out" for 
police magistrate. 


The only qualifications a voter 


must have are that he or she be of 
legal age and must have lived in 
Illinois at least one year, 90 days 
in Lee County and 30 days in the 
precinct. 


The voter need not be registered 


to vote in the general election. He 
is instructed to mark one choice 
for mayor, four choices for com- 
missioner and one choice for police 
magistrate (see map of city polling 
plates, Page 6).

rived in Dixon today. The first 
"shots" will be administered Fri- 
day in four clinics staffed by vol- 
unteer doctors and nurses. 


Mass inoculations were schedul- 


ed to start in a few downstate 
communities. Shipments of 
the 


vaccine poured into Chicago and 
Springfield during the weekend. 
From there the serum was por- 
tioned out to local officials. 


Sufficien vaccine to immunize 


between 400,000 and 450,000 chil- 
dren arrived in Springfield Sunday 
by plane from Detroit. By the 
end of the day, state health de- 
partment officials had redistrib 
uted it to county officials.

Home ~ Adviser 
Gives Hints 
About Foods

We need to all realize that pro- 


tein foods consume a generous por- 
tion of the food budget. When any 
protein food product reaches its 
marketing peak—like p o r k—we 
have a good val- 
ue 
moneywise.

•upposed to be at 
it» peak all dur- 
ing April. If 
you're budget 
minded you'll de- 
vise many menus 
to include pork 
and pork prod- 
ucts. Just a sug- 
gestion in buying 
Jun» Pilgrim 


—order a loin or half a loin, de- 
pending on the size of the family. 
Have the butcher cut off a few 
chops leaving the end of the loin 
for the roast. An inexpensive Bos- 
ton butt cut of pork could be used 


, for several meals. A small roast 
can be prepared from the boneless 
end of the butt and four or five 
boneless pork steaks can be cut 
from the upper part of the blade 
section. The blade piece is good 
for stewing and provides meat for 
chop suey, creamed pork, etc. It's 
always practical and saves money 
too to buy a larger piece of meat 
and plan to use cuts from, it for 
two or three different meals. 


To Buy Pork 


In buying pork, look for firm, 


fine grained, pinkish flesh, the fat 
should be white and firm, pink and 
not red in the bone centers of the 
meat. Pork must always be cook- 
ed thoroughly. For this reason we 
generally do not broil any of the 
thicker cuts. Complete cooking is 
necessary 
to develop the 
full 


flavor and also kill any trichinae 
that is sometimes present in the 
muscle of pork. 


Be sure to cook pork at a low 


temperature. Since it is protein 
we need to follow the protein 
cookery principle which is lower 
heat, for longer periods. 


Pork Roast 


Here's a pork roast with stuffing 


which I believe many families 
would like for a main dish. Choose 
a five to six pound fresh pork 
shoulder. Have the bones removed 
from the cut. Sprinkle inside of 
opening with salt and pepper. 


Prepare stuffing by melting two 


tablespoons fat and lightly brown- 
ing one tablespon chopped onion, 
two tablespoons chopped celery 
and leaves and two tablespoons of 
chopped parsley, in it. Fix about 
Z\'z cups soft bread crumbs, sta- 
in i? Ib. raisins, add the lightly 
•browned vegetables and some salt, 
to suit your taste. A bit of grated 
lemon rind adds a nice zest too. 
Pile some of the stuffing into the 
cavity, begin to skewer or sew the 
edges together to form a pocket. 
Gradually work in the rest of the 
stuffing, but do not pack tightly. 
, Arrange it around the roast or 
bake separately if all stuffing can- 
not be inserted. Sprinkle outside of 
stuffed shoulder with salt and pep 
per. 


Place the roast, fat side up, on 


a rack in a shallow pan. Do not 
add water and do not cover. Cook 
until tender in a slow oven of 325 
degrees about four hours. Turn the 
roast occasionally. Remove skevr 
ers before serving. A roast of this 
size will give 10-12 servings.

Neighbors heard of Gayle's ill- 


ness and reported it to their pas- 
tors. Several pastors asked their 
congregations a week ago to pray 
for Gayle's recovery. Others men- 
tioned the child in prayers at 
church services last week and 
again Sunday. 


The Skokie News, a neighborhood 


newspaper, said last week, "the 
entire community continues to pray 
for Gayle." 


The Russells are Catholics. 
"I think she's getting better," 


Russell said. "I think the prayers 
of all those people are helping 
her." 


He said his wife agreed the 


prayers were helping. 


Entered For Surgery 


Gayle has been in the hospital six 


weeks. She entered for an appen- 
dectomy. But two weeks after the 
operation she developed an ailment 
doctors diagnosed as encephalitis, 
commonly called sleeping sickness. 


The doctors said she apparently 


developed peritonitis after her ap- 
pendix was removed, and that this 
in turn caused toxic poisoning in 
her system which caused the en- 
cephalitis. 


U.S. Gives 
Flefet Away 


870 Vessels Are Sent 
To Foreign Nations 


WASHINGTON (*—The United 


States has supplied enough ships 
to make a huge fleet to friendly 
nations, some of them former en- 
emies. 


With delivery next month of two 


more «hipa to Japan, the number 
of Navy vessels loaned or other- 
wise provided for big; and little 
countries in both hemispheres the 
last six years will total at least 
870, a check of Defense Depart- 
ment records indicated today. 


But there is no danger of the 


U.S. Navy running short of ships. 


The Navy now is operating about 


1,100 ships, slightly over 400 of 
them combat craft. And it still 
has more than 1,300 in reserve', 
even after transferring the 870 ves- 
sels to foreign nations. This stock- 
pile includes a dozen battleships, 


68 carriers of various sizes, 105 
destroyers, 165 patrol type ships^ 
including destroyer escorts, 57 sub- 
marines and hundreds of amphib- 
ious, auxiliary and minelaying 
craft. 


Lend Carrier 


Largest warship loaned under 


the foreign military aid program 
is a 14,000-ton carrier, turned over 
to France. That nation also re- 
ceived about 15 small ships and 
amphibious craft used during the 
fighting in Indochina. 


Italy, an Axis power in World 


War II, is getting help from her 
former opponent, including the 
loan of an American submarine. 


But one of the biggest recipients 


of naval help is Japan, the most 
powerful sea power among the en- 
emy nations of World War H. The 


United States is helping Japan re- 
build some of her former naval 
might to make her a strong link 
in the Western Pacific defenses. 


The Navy, defence •poKeraaen 


said' today, expects to turn over 
to Japanese crews about May 17 
the destroyer escorts Amick and 
Atherton. 


In Training 


At the New London, Conn., Naval 


Base, another Japanese crew is 
training, in preparation to taking 
over sometime late this summer 
the U.S. submarine Mingo. 


The Japanese navy received last

"Neither vicious personal attacks 


on the President nor the ridiculous 
efforts to undermine his outstand- 
ing record in office will succeed," 
chairman Leonard W. Hall of the 
Republican National 
Committee 


said. 


Truman did not mention Eisen- 


hower by name, but delivered a 
blistering attack on his administra- 
tion Saturday night at a big Demo- 
cratic dinner honoring Speaker of 
| the House Sam Rajburn. 


Charges Blunders 


In a. speech reminiscent of his 


1948 "give 'em hell" campaign ef- 
forts, he charged the Eisenhower 
administration with bad manage- 
ment blunders and with trying 
"political tricks with the grave 
and serious issues of both foreign 
and domestic policies " 


The 
dinner, which attracted 


aome 3,600 Democrats from all 
over the countiy, climaxed a two- 
day party rally during which the 
national committee discussed plans 
for the 1956 compaign 


The sessions produced no new 


word on the intentions of Adlai E. 
Stevenson, the former Illinois gov- 
ernor who lost to Eisenhower in 
1952. Stevensn has made it clear 
it will be several months before 
he makes any decision He leaves 
from New York today on a month- 
long business trip to Africa 


Stevenson mailed Raybum and 


Truman in applause at the S100- 
a-plate dinner for the speaker 


Lauds Raj burn 


Truman, lauding Ra>burn as "a 


great American,'' asked his hear- 
ers not to "forget how soundly and 
securelv we hate built this coun- 
try so that it has even been able 
to withstand some pietty bad man- 
agement of the country during the 
last two years " 


He said the piesent administra- 


tion "has been playing politics with 
our security, our foreign policy, 
with our civil seivice and with our 
nation s resources " 


He assailed handling of Eisen- 


hower's announcement in 1953 that 
the U S 7th Fleet would no longer 
be assigned to prevent any raids 
on the Communist Chinese mam- 
lard by Chiang Kai-shek That can- 
celed a portion of Truman's order, 
issued at the start of the Korean 
War, designed to prevent attacks 
by either Chiang or the Reds 
across the Formosa Strait 


"The Republican administration 


must ha\e known," Truman said, 
"that the picture of an unleashed 
Chiang Kai-shek invading China 
was a barefaced political fraud." 


GOP Reaction 


Rep. Judd 
(R-Minn) accused 


Truman of speaking "with the 
facts concealed behind his own 
misstatements." Rep Keating (R- 
NY) called the speech a "most un- 
fortunate" setback to bipartisan- 
ship in foreign policy. 


Hall, the GOP chairman said in 


a separate statement "the New 
Deal peashooters will get no- 
where," and predcited efforts by 
the opposition "to tear down Pres- 
ident Eisenhower would fail be- 
cause the public have learned, 
above all, he is a man we _ can 
trust " 


Sen Bridges (R-NH) said Tru- 


man had made a "vitriolic, pa''- 
tisan and unfounded attack" on Ei- 
senhower's management of for- 
eign policy He attributed to Tru- 


man and Steverson "pantan poli- 
tical bickeis . . . to stir up some- 
thing for political pi of it foi their 
hopes for 1956 " 


Offers Program 


Stevenson, in a brief talk intio- 


ducmg Rayburn, offered a three- 
pronged piogram for the Demo- 
cratic party He said the party 
must stand for "social progress," 
"cml fieedom" and "we must 
stand for peace " 


He described the latter point as 


"the most urgent business of the 
20th century—the hjdrogen age."
